m aterially affects their growth; and 
upon this much depends when they 
should go to m a rk e t in order to bring 
the h ighest price, hence quantity aud 
quality of food eaten m u st euler large­ 
ly into a correct answer. 
T here are, 
also, two or three kinds of steers to 
raise which have their intluence upon 
the m ost profitable age to sell. 
Tho 
m ost profitable age, in my opinion, to 
sell a scrub or a Jersey steer, is either 
a b o u t six weeks or six m onths old. 
A fter this he is alw ays kept at a loss. 
Hence, the m a n n e r of keeping and kind 
of steers both m u st en te r Into a full 
answ er, us all have their Influence u p ­ 
on the profits when sold. 
But w hat 
kind of steers to raise for profit is not 
so m u ch disputed us the most profitable 
way of keeping steers and when to sell. 
F ir s t of all, a steer may be raised by 
stuffing Ulm winter and sum m er with 
all he can eat ami of whatever kind of 
food lie likes best, from calfhood up. 
Secondly, he m ig h t bo kept on ro u g h ­ 
ness, mainly, th ro u g h the winter, and 
plenty of grass d u rin g summer. 'Third­ 
ly, ho m ight be kept on short rations, 
stinted, winter an d summer. 
'I his is 
never done by 
good 
cattle raiser, 
(though I have seen it dom on small 
lots), and as it is alw ays at a loss, we 
will not discuss this method of r o b ­ 
ing steers fu rth er th a n to J u t state it. 
By the first method of keeping steer.. 
they will m atu re about twelve m ouths

to hay stacks, and feed some shelled 
corn till plenty of grass comes again.

usually to feed som e corn the first 
winter.

Conversation at a London club. Pres­ 
ent, four Englishmen, lawyers, profess­ 
ors, <tn., and one American. 
An Englishman—Over here the writ­ 
ings of your Theodore Roosevelt are 
much admired. 
We look upon him as 
one of the greatest writers on sports in 
the world. 
The American—Glad to hear you say 
so. He is not only a clever writer, but 
a good fellow. 
An Englishman—But I have heard 
that he fights with everyone. 
Tho American—If you mean that be 
is quarrelsome, that is not true. As a 
member of tho police commission in 
New York he had a good many rows, 
but he was always fighting for the right 
An Englishman—Such a man is in a 
decided minority in New York and 
America, is he not? 
(Laughter by all the Englishmen.) 
The American—Undoubtedly, and in 
that respect human nature is pretty 
much the same tho world ovor, oven in 
London and Groat Britain. 
Au Englishman—You 
have such 
dreadful newspapers in America. Do 
you believe anything you see in them? 
The American—We believe almost 
everything. Newspapers in America are 
fallible, us they are here, but the best 
newspapers in our country are as accu­ 
rate as tho Iwst newspapers here. I have 
been in London five days and I have 
noticed in yonr daily papers in that 
time three corrections of errors, besides 
several editorial blunders, like locating 
the American congress at New York, 
which were not corrected. 
Au Englishman—But we are told 
that your reporters call to see a public 
man, aud the publio man says he will 
not talk—refuses to say a word—and tho 
reporter goes off and writes a column 
interview with him. 
Tho American—No such reporter 
could hold a placo 86 hours in an Ameri­ 
can newspaper office. Tho latest out­ 
rage of this sort I havo hoard of was 
when a newspaper correspondent was 
introduced to Ibsen at the Grand hotol 
in Christiania. Ibsen said, “ Glad to 
meet you, sir,” and picked up his pa­ 
pers and walked away. The reporter 
prepared a column and ti half inter­ 
view, which when published created 
quite a sensation. That journalist was 
not an American, but an Englishman. 
An Englishman—Bat your papers 
publish such gaudy headlines—dreadful 
things they are. 
Tho American—That reminds me. 
Ph ase tell mo which of your London 
dailies is now making greatest strides 
in circulation? 
Several Englishmen—Mr. 
Harms- 
worth’s Daily Mail. 
The American—Well, two or three 
years ago Mr. Hurmsworth spent sev­ 
eral months in tho United States study­ 
ing our cheap newspapers. He returned 
to London and started Tho Mail. He 
brought ovor a number of journalists 
from America, and they are still on his 
staff’. Ho bus introduced many Ameri­ 
can ideas, including tho bold headlines 
over his news, aud American methods 
of collecting tho news to put headlines 
on. As you say, his paper is now grow­ 
ing faster than any other in London. 
An Englishman—Are you Americans 
really going to annex Hawaii? 
Tho American—Of course we are, 
Au Englishman—Then I suppose you 
will want Cubu and the Bermudas, the 
Bahamas, and everything in sight? 
Tho American—Never fear. We shall 
not walk on your toes. 
We do not want 
the Bermudas or the Bahumas. But it 
is a strange thing that yon English 
prick up your ears at the first sugges­ 
tion that the United States is going to 
unnex an island. For many years you 
have been roaming around the world, 
obbling up all tho Inhabited and unin 
abl ted lands you could get your clutches 
on, uutil you make your jubilee boasts 
of the extent of your possessions, and 
Just as soon as a little dot of an island 
down in the Paoiflo usks us to take her 
in that she may bo waved from Asiatio 
domination you lift your hands in horror 
at the greediness of these Yankees. 
An Englishman—We should have 
good deal more sympathy with you if 
you had concluded tho treaty of arbitra­ 
tion with Grout Britain. The feeling 
over here is that that would have 
strengthened Great Britain before the 
world and would in time have strength 
eued you. 
Tho American—The people of the 
United States want a treaty of arbitre 
tion with England, aud as soon as oer 
tain political changes con be brought 
about we will rnuke such a treaty.

We arrived in Walker late, but in 
time for a good dinner at the Fame- 
da, such a dinner as only mine host 
McGarry is able to furnish, genial 
landlord and bountiful provider for 
the wants of hungry humanity. 
We 
go to bed early. But in the morning 
we are soon on Leech lake, a paradise 
of waters. We are mantled in myste­ 
ry as we sail along, for everywhere is 
the autumnal glory color spread over 
nature. Romance floats from the very 
trees. We see the Indian wigwam and 
watch the dusky daughters of the 
forests paddling the birch canoe. One 
imagines that he is transported to the 
picture books of childhood, for such 
fanciful scenes delighted our boy­ 
hood’s eyes. 
But the scene is real. 
On all sides of the lake we are sur­ 
rounded by the Chippewa Indian res­ 
ervation. The gently curling smoke 
of the wigwam rises above the tall 
pine and the rose colored maples. The 
swift canoes glide quickly past us. 
Dark eyed Chippewas deposit their 
Ash and game on the shores, for we 
have reached the reservation. Rev. 
O. Wright, in charge of the Episcopal 
mission himself a sou of the famous 
chief, White Cloud, is our guide. He 
Kindly points out the objects of into 
rest. We visit the two schools where 
young Lo is trying to make the abor­ 
iginal idea shoot through literature, 
slow work for young Lo, who would 
rather hunt aud Ash than hold pencil, 
jeu aud book. The book of nature is 
more interesting to bis black eyes 
We peep into the little Episcopal 
chapel and listened to Mr. Wright as 
he reads in the Chippewa language a 
passage from the Bible. We next ex 
amine the lace work made by the In­ 
dian woman under the careful train­ 
ing of Miss Colby, lace that brings 
fabulous prices in New York City. Our 
reverend pocket book sank out of 
sight in a At of terror when it learned 
the price of the lace. We walked slow­ 
ly into the Indian cemetery, where 
rest the bodies of Christian Indian, 
most of the graves being enclosed 
with neath fences. The heathen In­ 
dians are buried in any spot, their 
graves being scattered all over the 
reservation marked 
by triangular 
boxes. A few flowers were on the 
graves of the Christian Indians. We 
noticed strips of colored cloth on some 
of their headstones. We were fortu­ 
nate enough to enter the agency build 
ing where the Indians and the agent 
of 
the reservation were holding 
a council. The braves sat around 
in a circle smoking their pipes. 
We did not 
learn 
the 
object 
of the council. 
Before leaving for 
Walker, we had the honor of being 
introduced to Head Chief Flatmouth, 
who had been iu exile for over six 
years, and had just returned at the 
invitation of his tribe. Paying our re­ 
spects to their noble chief, we mount­ 
ed the deck of our boat aud sailed for 
Walker. Once more we pass through 
the same enchanting fairy scenes. We 
thought ourselves with Fennimore 
Cooper as he describes “The last of 
the Mohicans” aud “The Redskins.” 
We saw again Leather Stocking and 
the braves of long ago, and in iuittgi- 
nation we followed “The Deer Slayer” 
through winding forests. Back in 
Walker, we awoke to the living pres­ 
ent, to old and new theology, as we 
examined our candidate for ordina­ 
tion. Having passed the ordeal sat­ 
isfactorily, we pronounced bim pre­ 
pared to preach the everlasting Gos­ 
pel. May he do it to the honor of 
man in the glory of God. In the eve­ 
ning the ordaining exercises occurred. 
Rev. G. W. Gallagher preached the 
sermon. Rev. M. B. Bird offered the 
ordaining prayer. Rev. H. B. Smith 


delivered th charge to the pastor. 
Rev. G. W. Gallagher gave the Right 
Hand of Fellowship. Rev. F. A. Sum­ 
ner delivered the charge to the people. 
Walker is to be congratulated in hav- 
a pretty church and its minister iu be­ 
ing freed from the narrow rivalry 
of sectarian churches, the gall aud 
wormword of Protestant Christianity.

During tho first 800 years of our ex­ 
istence it would huvo boon almost ab­ 
surd to expect that women would be 
extensively educated outside til# home. 
The country was poor, and struggling 
with new conditions, and great finan­ 
cial crises swept over it There were 
wars and rumors of wars. 
Until after 
1818 15 American independence was not 
an assured fact Whatever may be said 
of the present, woman’s place in 
Amerioa then was in the home, and 
nobly did she fill that plaoe. That she 
had not been wholly uninstructed In 
even elegant learning is evidenced by 
the share she took in literature ann 
the discussion of religious aud p o i 
matters, and In such personal reno 
as that of Elder Faunae, who eulogia 
Alice Southworth Bradford for “ her < .. 
ertions in promoting the literary ii.i 
provement and the deportment of th* 
rising generation.” 
Dame schools were early established 
for girls, and here were often fouud tlx 
sons of the farmer aud the mechanic. 
These were established in Massachnsetti- 
in 1685. Late in 1700 girls were admit­ 
ted through the summer to “ Latin 
schools” where boys were taught in 
winter, and in 1789 women began to be 
associated with men as teachers. 
In 
1771 Connecticut founded a system of 
free schools in which boys and girls 
were taught. 
In 1794 the Moravians 
founded a school for girls at Bethlehem, 
Pa. Here were educated the sisters of 
Peter Cooper, the mother of President 
Arthur and many women who became 
exponents of culture.—Mrs. Helen Ken­

rate (if 8 tons on one plot and 4 tons on 
another on each crop, making a total 
application to the two crops of sixteen 
tons and eight tons respectively, and 
reducing the value of the increase due 
to the manure to about $1.25 per ton. 
I’he manure used in this test had been 
accumulated from horses and cows in 
ait open barnyard during tile Whitel­ 
and summer previous to its applica­ 
tion, and was under, rather than above 
ihe average open yard manure in qual­ 
ity. 
A similar comparison of manure 
and fertilizers has been made at the 
central station, beginning immediately 
after the relocation of the station in 
W ayne county, on the same crops, corn, 
oats, wheat, clover and tim othy, grown 
in a live-year rotation. 
Four wheat 
crops have now been taken in ti)is ro­ 
tation, three crops each of corn and 
oats aud five crops of hay, the m ead­ 
ows thus far being mown but once a 
year. 
Five tracts of land are included 
in lh** test, each tract containing thirty 
plots of one-tenth acre each aud so 
managed that each crop will be repre­ 
sented each season after the first rota­ 
tion is completed. 
At this stage of the 
work only partial results can be given, 
as a full rotation would include five 
crops each of the cereals and ten crops 
of hay; but it may be useful to note 
the results already obtained, which are 
as follows, the value of the increase 
being computed on the bases of 23 1-3 
cents per bushel for corn.

other holdings whero the* demon mole 
catchers were still employed in the ex­ 
pensive and destructive work.

tion in this country, says the New York 
World. 
Already on the east coast of 
Florida are growing 250,000 cocoanut 
trees, 42,000 being in one plantation. 
it is believed that the first trees of this 
kind in that state sprouted from nuts 
brought from Central America and the 
West Indies by the gulf stream. 
At 
Key W est and about some of the old 
forts cocoanuts were planted at an early 
day, as certain ancient trees now stand­ 
ing bear witness. 
In 
1877 
a bark 
freighted with cocoanuts was caught In 
ti storm off the coast off Florida anti 
beached 
near 
Lake Worth. 
Several 
thousand of the nuts were saved and 
planted, the satisfactory growth of the 
j seedlings giving an impetus to cultiva­ 
te I lion. 
The word cocoanut is derived from 
the Portuguese “coco,” meaning mon 
key, because the Las** resembles a m on­ 
key’s face. The tree was known to the 
people of Cevian as early as IGO B. C., 
the milk being used by them for milk 
mg cement. The cocoanut is one of the 
most useful of plants—root, trunk, leaf, 
sap and nut are made to yield tribute

It will be observed that in this tost 
he smaller application of manure has 
been relatively the more profitable, but 
t Iii i may not la* borne oui by subse­ 
quent results. At the sub-station there 
has bt en but little difference thus fai­ 
nt the apparent effectiveness per ton, 
whether used at the 4-ton or at the 8 - 
ton rate per acre. 
The results show 
rn immediate recovery of about a dol­ 
or and a quarter uu the average in 
increase of crop, at recent prices, for 
every ton of manure used. 
But the 
long continued experiments by Lowes 
md Gilbert al Rothamsted, a descrip­ 
tion of which is given in bulletin 71 of 
the Ohio station, show- that not more 
than one-half to two-thirds the possible 
increase from barnyard manure is re­ 
covered in the first crops grown from 
it. 
We may therefore safely offset the 
residual effect of the manure against 
tho cost of application and consider the 
im m ediate increase as clear profit. 
In 
another experiment at the central sta­ 
tion, potatoes, wheat and clover are 
grown in a three-crop rotation, and in 
this test the increase from manure ap­ 
plied to potatoes has reached $2.50 per 
ton, 
potatoes being 
valued 
at 33 1-3 
cents per bushel. 
Barnyard manure Is 
relatively deficient in phosphoric acid, 
as compared with ammonia and potash, 
and the experim ents of the Ohio sta 
Hon Indicate that phosphoric acid is 
the constituent most needed on the ma 
jority of Ohio soils, hut that It only 
produces its full effect in the presence 
of am monia and potash. 
The price of 
acid phosphate has fallen during re­ 
cent years until it can now be bought 
for delivery anywhere in Ohio, at prices 
which bring its actual phosphoric acid 
below 5 cents per pound, and as the 
sprinkling of acid phosphate or super 
phosphate on barnyard manure is be 
lieved to have a beneficial effect in pre 
venting tile waste of ammonia from the 
manure, it would seem that the use of 
r.cid phosphate In this manner might 
genre the double purpose of preserving 
tile ammonia of the manure and in­ 
creasing tlu* effectiveness of both its 
amm onia and potash. 
Experim ents on 
tills point are now in progress at the 
Ohio station.

Few confections are more delicious 
than candied fruit, aud few sw eetm eats 
are more expensive, GO cents a pound 
being the regulation price, and a pound 
represents a very small amount. 
They 
can be prepared at about half the cost, 
however, at home, if care is taken. 
Cherries, currants, pineapples, apri­ 
cots. pears and peaches are best expe­ 
rimented upon. 
The two former can 
he used in bunches; the pineapple 
is 
sliced aci oss tile fruit, each piece be­ 
ing a good quarter-inch thick; apricots 
ire cut on one side and the stone slip­ 
ped out, w hile pears and peaches are 
halved, aud, of course, peeled. 
Make a very thick syrup, pound for 
pound, adding for each pound a small 
cup of water. 
Boll the sugar first, then 
drop in the fruit, and when they have 
Dolled clear take out aud drain from 
the syrup. 
If the cherries are stoned 
(the red ox-hearts make the finest, be­ 
ing not too sw eet as the w hite and 
without the rank tartness of the sour 
red ones), it is nice to string them on 
a broom splint, as they can be more 
easily handled. 
Sprinkle liberally with powdered su­ 
gar, lay on a sieve and set the fruit in 
a warm oven. 
I used a wire dish, such 
as our grandm others kept fruit in, set 
within another dish to catch the syrup. 
In two hours turn the fruit, sprinkle 
with sugar again. 
Keep this up until 
the sugar has all dripped out. 
On no 
account have the oven hot, as it will 
dry the fruit and leave it like so much 
leather. 
And, of course, the fruit must 
bo laid in single rows when drying. 
W hen the juice has evaporated and 
the sugar has termed a glazed surface, 
put away in boxes in a dry place. W ax­ 
ed paper should be laid between each 
layer.

H orses’ Sore M outh. 
Many horses, especially during the 
year of their working period, are 
constantly 
in 
possession 
of 
a sore 
m outh, and this not only causes the 
anim al great suffering and usually loss 
of flesh, but is also a m atter of great 
inconvenience to the driver, says an 
exchange. 
This, if continued for sev­ 
eral months, is also liable to leave the 
anim al with a chronic habit, such as 
throw ing the head while hitching or 
unhitching. We have in view one very 
valuable young horse, owned by a 
neighbor, which became alm ost w orth­ 
less on account of the habit of throw ­ 
ing its head, and at the same time lung­ 
ing sideways into the ditches. The most 
effective plan which we have ever tried 
consists of winding any ordinary bit at 
the corners and down on the sam e for 
about an inch, with tanned sheepskin 
(which can be procured at any harness 
store), being sure th at it is not too 
thick and heavy. W ith this well wound 
on, now have a cup of sulphur, and 
each time as the bit Is placed In the 
horse’s m outh moisten the leather and 
rub on a little of the pulverized a rti­ 
cle. It is well also to lengthen the bri­ 
dle as much as possible during this 
time and not drive with a tight check­ 
ing rein. 
After having adopted this 
plan we succeeded in curing a young 
horse of a very sore m outh which was 
contracted during the working period 
the past season.
